■ lie  loldier  ftopped  him — “ I kno  I 
lhall  not  furvive  the  operation,” 
“but  no  matLer!  The  lofs  of  one 
man  will  not  prevent  the  76th  from 
marching  with  their  bayonets,  and 
formed  in  three  ranks,  againft  the 
enemy.’*  * 

“ 'The  Emperor  had  occafion  to 
complain  of  nothing  except  the  ex- 
celfive  ardour  of  the  foldiers.  Thus 
the  17th  light  infantry, which  arri- 
ved before  Ulm,  rulbed  into  the 
place  ; and  thus,  during  the  capi- 
tulation, thewhole  army  was  fo  an- 
xious to  ftorrn  it,  that  the  Emperor 
was  obliged  to  declare  it  as  his  po- 
fitive  intention  that  the  place  fliould 
not  be  ftormed. 

“ The  full  column  of  the  prifon- 
art  at  Ulm  has  juft  begun  its  march 
for  France.  The  following  is  a 
ftatement  of  the  total  of  our  prison- 
ers, at  leaft  of  thole  a6Iually  known 
to  r.ave  been  taken,  with  their  pre- 
fent  fituations  : — 10,000  at  Atigfb- 
urgh,  33,000  at  Ulm,  12,000'-  at 
Donauwerth,  and  12,000  already  on 
their  march  to  France. 

“ The  Emperor  in  his  proclama- 
tion, fays,  that  we  made  60,000 
prifoners  ; it  is  probable  that  they 
exceed  that  number.  He  dates 
the  captured  ftandards  at  90  ; it  is 
probable  that  thefe  amount  to  a 
greater  number. 

“ The  Emperor  addreffed  -the 
Auftrian  Generals  whom  he  fent 
for,  as  their  army  was  filing  part 
him,  in  the  following  terms  : “ Gen- 
tlemen, your  mailer  carries  on  an 
unjuft  war.  I tell  you  plrinly,  I 
know  not  for  what  I am  fighting  ; I 
know  not  what  can  be  required  of 
me.  It  is  not  in  this  army  alone 
that  my  rtfources  conlift,  though 
were  this  the  cafe,  (bill  my  army 
and  mylelf  would  make  a conlidera- 
ble  progreis.—  But  1 ill  a 1 1 appeal  to 
the  teftimony  of  your  own  prifon 
ers  of  war,  who  will  fpeediallv  pafs 
through

In  a fortnight  we  have  ftniftied  a 
campaign--- V/e  have  accon^dilhed 
our  purpofe.  We  have  expelled  the 
troops  of  the  Houfe  of  Aullria  from 
Bavaria,  amiTs-eftabliflied  our  ally 
in  the  Sovereignty  of  his  States. 
I hat  army,  which  with  equal  ollen- 
tation  and  imprudence,  had  polled 
itlelf  on  our  frontiers,  is  annihila- 
ted. But  what  does  this  lignify  to 
England  ? Her  purpofe  is  accom- 
plifhed.  We  are  no  longer  at  Bou- 
logne, and  the  amount  of  her  fubfidy 
will  thereby  be  neither  increafed 
nor  diminiflied. 

“ Of  100,000  men  who  compofed 
that  army,  60,000  are  prifoners  ; 
they  will  go  to  take  the  place  of 
our  confcripts  in  the  labours  of  our 
fields.  Two  hundred  pieces  of  can- 
non (their  whole  park,)  90  Hand  of 
colours,  and  all  their  Generals  are 
in  our  hands  ; there  have  not  efca- 
ped  of  this  army  15,000  men.  Sol- 
diers, I have  announced  to  you  a 
great  battle  ; but,  thanks  to  the  bad 
combination  of  the  enemy,  I have 
been  able  to  obtain  the  fame  fucceis, 
without  running  any  rilk  ; and  what 
is  unexampled  in  the  hiftory  of  na- 
tions, fo  important  a refult  has  ijot 
diminifhvd  our  force  more  than 
1500  men. 

“ Soldiers,  you  owe  this  fuccefs 
to  your  unbounded  confidence  in 
your  Emperor  ; to  your  patience 
in  lupporting  fatigues  and  privati- 
ons of  every  delcription,  and  to 
your  lingular  intrepidity. 

“ But  we  will  notftop  here.  You 
are  impatient  to  commence  a fecond 
campaign..  We  are  about  to  make 
the  Ruffian  army  , which  the  gold  of 
England  has  tranljiorted  from  the 
extremities  of  the  Univerfe,  under- 
go the  fame  fate.

“Yefterday,  at  ten  o’clock  at  night, 
the  eruption  of  Vefuvioas,  of  which  thr 
earthquake  teemed  to  be  the  forerunner 
took  place.  We  were  going  to  vifit  the 
crater,  when  the  ciies  ot  the  people, anu 
a volume  of  flame,  informed  uitbat  the 
volcano  had  opened.  The  laVa  *preci- 
pitated  itfell  in  three  fecoiids  from  the 
iaft  peak  of  the  mountain,  and  took  a 


lickly  denied  them— bring  forwaid, 
therefore,  the  proofs  upon  which 
you  reft  your  acculations,  and  let  a 
candid  public  decide  whether  or 
not  I have  been  calumniated. 

In  producing  proofs  in  iupport  of 
the  fi.-ft  of  your  charges,  you  will 
pleafe  to  hu  ve  particular  regard  to 
the  time  when  I become  an  a ffoeiptc 
of  Gen.  Hovey,  and  interefted  i» 
the  projedl  contemplated  by  his  me- 
morial ; as  upon  that  alone  depends 
the  criminality  which  you  have  im- 
puted to  my  conduct. 

In  endeavouring  to  eftablifh  your 
fecond  charge,  you  are  at  liberty

— The  fight  was  the  mod 
magnificently  frightful  that  could  be 
leen.  I contemplated  the  cafcades  of 
flame  pouring  from  the  top  of  the  moun- 
tain, and  Ihudderedat  icing  an  iminenfe 
torrent  of  fire  ravage  the  fined  fields, 
overthrow  houfes,  and  dedroy  in  a few 
minutes,  the  hopes  and  reiources  of  an 
hundred  families. 

“ A line  ot  fire  marked  the  profile  of 
the  mountain  ; a cloud  of  fmoke  wtpdr 
feemed  to  lend  forth  from  time  to  time, 

Hallies  of  lightening,  hung  over* the 
leene,  and  the  moon  appeared  to  be 
pale.  Nothing  can  adequately  deferibe 
the  grandeur  of  the  feene,  or  give  an 
accurate  idea  of  the  horror  of  it.  As 
we  approached  the  fpot  ravaged  by  tliis 
river  of  hell,  ruined  inhabitants  having 
quitted  their  houfes,  defolate,  families 
trying  to  fave  their  furniture  andprovi- 
li 011s,  lad  and  feeble  refource — an  im- 
menfe  croud  of  curious  perfons,  retrea-

The  lava  does 
not  run  in  liquid  waves  ; it  refembles  an 
imminfe  quantity  of  coals  on  fire,  which 
an  invincible  flrength  had  heaped  up 
and  pufhed  011  with  violence.  When  it 
met  with  a wall,  it  colle&ed  to  the  heigh’, 
of  feven  or  ten  feet,  burnt  it,  and  over- 
threw it  at  once.  I faw  fome  walls 
get  red  hot,  like  iron,  and  melt,  if  1 
may  be  allowed  the  expiclfion,  into  the 
lava.  Ie  its  greateft  (peed,  and  on  a 
horizontal  road,  I reckoned  that  the  tor- 
rent travelled  at  the  rate  of  18  inches? 
minute.  Its  fmell  refembled  that  ot 
iron  red  hot.”

overtaking  him  ; which  gave  rife  to  a 
battle  on  the  road  between  Furth  and 
Nuremberg;  in  the  night  of  the  21ft

■were  taken.  The  Chafletirs  d’Gbeva!  of 
the  Imperial  Guard  covered  themfelves 
with  glory  ; they  overthrew  every  thing 
which  oppofed  them  ; they  charged 
Mack's  regiment  of  Curalfiers.

During  the  manoeuvre  of  Ulm,  the 
Eleftor  of  Wirtemberg  was,  lor  a mo- 
ment, apprehetlfive  for  his  Eleftrcl’s  and 
family,  who  then  went  to  Heidelberg, 
and  he  dil'pofed  his  troops  to  defend  the 
heart  of  his  States. 

The  Andrians  are  deteded  by  all 
Germany,  well  convinced  that,  with- 
out France,  Audria  would  treat  them 
like  it;  hereditary  dates. 

No  idea  can  be  formed  of  the  mi  fery 
of  the  Audrian  army — they  are  paid  in 
notes,  by  which  they  lofe  forty  per  cent. 
Our  foidiers  pleafantly  call  the  Auftri- 
ans  paper  foidiers.  They  are  without 
any  credit. — The  houfe  of  Audria  could 
not  any  where  borrow  ten  thoufand 
francs.  The  Generals  themfelves  have 
not  feed  a piece  of  gold  for  fe  veral  years. 
Fhe  Englifli,  when  they  heard  of  the 
invafion  of  Bavaria,  made  a little  pre- 
fent to  the  emperor  of  Audria,  which 
has  not  made  him  more  rich  ; they  have 
engaged  to  remit  to  him  the  48  milli- 
ons, which  they  had  lent  him  during  the 
lad  year.  If  this  be  an  advantage  to 
the  Houfe  of  Audria,  it  has  already 
paid  pretty  dear  for  it. 

BULLETIN  OF  THE  ITALIAN 
ARMY. 

Oct.  1 8th.  — At  four  o’clock  in  the 
morning  the  General  in  Chief  cauled 
the  bridge  of  the  old  Cadle  of  Herona 
to  be  attacked.

The  two  conpeures 
which  the  Audriaus  had  made,  were  ren- 
dered practicable  by  the  aid  of  planks 
and  boards  ; and  twenty  four  companies 
of  V oltigeurs  fprung  from  the  other 
lide  of  the  river,  from  whence  they  were 
followed  by  the  Grd  divifion. 

The  enemy  warmly  defended  the  paf- 
fage j they  were  driven  hack,  and  chaf- 
ed from  all  tht  ir  pofitions,  after  a bat- 
le  which  laded  till  6 o'clock  in  the 
evening.  They  lod  feven  pieces  of  can- 
non, and  eighteen  covered  waggons. 

We  took  14  or  1500  prifoners,  and 
killed  or  wounded  nearly  an  equal  num- 
ber ; but  a few  combatants  fell  on  our 
fide. 

We  had  abouf  300  flight!  v wounded. 
A bridge  head  was  immediately  con- 
flrufted  at  the  bridge  head  of  the  Old 
Cadle.

The  French  will  be  taught  towards  the  close 
of  the  studies  of  the  Latin  and  Greek,  imme- 
diately previous  to  the  commencement  of  the 
mathematics. 

In  studying  the  mathematics,  a full  know- 
ledge of  Euclid,  plane  and  spherical  trigonome- 
try, the  elements  of  algebra,  fluxions,  and  the 
conic  sections,  is  recommended  previous  to  the 
acquirement  of  any  of  the  branches  of  natu- 
ral philosophy  ; as  they  are  intended  to  be 
taught  principally  by  tlie  medium  of  geometry 
nd  algebra. 

The  general  art  of  design,  or  of  drawing  and 
painting,  will  be  occasionally  practiced  as  an 
amusement,  and  to  relieve  the  mind  from  seve- 
rer studies.
